Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed during the 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. j 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper! recofdat on of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Spoke with Mr. Koenig on November 1 7, 2006 in re to independent claims 1 , 9 and 1 5 for suggested amendments and 
possible allowability. The suggestion was to amended independent claims 1, 9 and 15 to read "a full basic input-output 
system fot conducting hardware checking, defining a characteristic of said computer system and managing a basic, 
procedure in a computer operation" as is defined within the Specification of the invention. Also, it was suggested to 
moved dependent claim 2 to independent claim 1, dependent claim 10 to independent claim 9 and dependent claim 16 
to independent claim 15. The Examiner stated that if these, and only these, suggested amendments were made that 
the application would be allowed. Otherwise, a Final Office action would be sent in response to the Applicant's 
Response received October 2, 2006. Mr. Koenig stated that he would need to speak with the Applicant and get back to 



me. 



Mr. Koenig called Noverember 20, 2006 and stated that the Applicants had agreed to the suggested amendments 
discussed previously in the above conversation. Also, Mr. Koenig stated that he would he had added additional 
"system" claims to coincide with the "method" claims of 1, 9 and 15. Therefore, new independent system claim 21 was 
for independent method claim 1, new independent system claim was for independent method claim 9 and new 
independent system claim 23 was for independent claim 15. The Examiner stated that he needed to confirm this with 
Rehana Perveen, SPE before official response. ?
